Wreckage  In  Which  Youth  Died 


High  Speed  Is 
Blamed  In  Fatal

Wreck  Near  City 


High  speed  was  blamed  for  an 
automobile  crash  which  brought 
death  to  a  17-year-old  Negro  boy 
and  injuries  to  a  Negro  school¬ 
mate,  Thursday  at  11:45  a.m.  on 
Highway  55  just  outside  the  city. 

William  Douglas  Thompson  of 
St.  Joseph  Street,  a  junior  at 
Hillside  High  School  and  the 
driver  of  the  car,  died  instantly 
of  a  fractured  skull.  His  body  was 
found  under  two  feet  of  water  in 
a  creek  40  feet  away  from  the 
crushed  car. 

William  Bowling,  18,  of  Ridge¬ 
way  Avenue,  a  graduating  sen¬ 
ior,  sustained  multiple  injuries 
and  was  pinned  in  the  automo¬ 
bile.  He  was  in  “fair”  condition 
Thursday  night  at  Lincoln  Hos¬ 
pital. 

State  Highway  Patrolman 
Charles  Phillips  said  the  car, 
operated  north  on  the  highway, 
went  out  of  control,  “sailed 
through  the  air,”  clipping  tops 
from  small  trees,  went  down  an 
embankment,  traveled  about  150 
hards  and  overturned  several 


The  car  was  “definitely  travel¬ 
ing  at  a  very  high  rate  of 
speed,”  he  said. 
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
